the decision regarding the re- 
tention of Loyang as a capital 
to the next. plenary session of 
the Central Executive Com: 
mittee. Evidently the Govern- 
‘ment has come to the conclusion 
that further delay in releasing 
Loyang from the burden of an 
empty honour should not occur. 
Yesterday Nanking reverted to 
{ts normal position as the sole 
repository of capital dignity. 
Morgover General Chiang Kai- 
shek is reported to be on his way 
back from Hankow, where his 
ontinued presence in directing 
tho anti-bandit campaign has 
transformed the Hupeh city into 
a kind of temporary capital on 
fits own account, Thus the 
Government should be in better 
concentration at Nanking than 
it has been for some time. It 
will be able to take stock of a 
situation which has its points of 
encouragement and discourage- 
ment. It should also develop 
more certainly that political 
cohesion which has not been a 
marked characteristic since the 
administration, headed by. 
General Chiang Kai-shek as. 
President of the National Gov- 
ernment and —Commander-in- 
Chief, terminated its existence 
this time last year. The impend- 
ing decisions at Geneva will un- 
doubtedly throw upon the Gov- 
ernment the duty of reviewing| 
its policy in regard to Sino- 
Japanese relations. They may 
bo expected too to afford guid- 
ance on the attitude of the 
Powers toward China's own 
problems. The Lytton Report 
may not have produced an im- 
mediate solution of the Mai 
churian issue. It has, howeve 
so clearly expounded the essent 
al features of the Government 
of China’s task in developing the 
new Republic as an_ organised 
state that the definition of 
China’s relations with the world 
‘outside may be more readily ap- 
proached. This view is enforced 
by the sympathetic frankness 
with which the Lytton Report 
draws attention to the serfous- 
ness of the internal situation. 
‘There is no destructive condem- 
nation of the Government's 
efforts but rather discriminating 
tribute to labours dogged by a 
‘succession of avoidable and un- 
avoidable misfortunes.

The fighting in Szechuen, the 
result of the recent dispute in 
Shantung and the continued 
contumacy of Oatiton may be 
officially regarded as local aymp- 
toms. “They can continue to 
remain in that category only if, 
by the course of events, they 
are not allowed to be linked up 
with any general movement 
against the Central Government, 
As the Lytton Report shows, the 
Communist menace is still’ the 
chief danger. , General Chiang 
‘ai-shek is to be congratulated 
on the clearance effected in Hu- 
peh and the Han River. It is 
by no means clear that the long- 
standing organisation, grandilo- 
quently termed ‘The Soviet Gov- 
ernment of China” with its 
headquarters in South Kiangsi, 
has even been scotched. This 
means that the Central Govern- 
ment, desperately avoiding in- 
creased military  expenditure— 
thanks to the firm insistence of 
Mr. T. V. Soong—is faced with 
‘an’ exceedingly difficult task in 
attempting to preserve political 
and financial equilibrium, ‘The 
reports from Fukien are not en 
couraging; the energies of the 
new administration there are 
likely to be taxed to the utmost, 
especially in the western areas 
bordering on the Red districts of 
ithern Kiangsi. No good pur- 
pose is served by juridly present- 
ing the picture as of a China 
in the throes of disintegration. 
‘The danger of disintegration is 
there. “It would be quickly 
realised if the Government at- 
tempted to launch out in heroic 
vien, The advantage of the pres- 
ent policy lies in its disdain of 
exaggerated claims—a refresh- 
ing contrast to some policies of 
the not so distant past. It en- 
ables the leaders quietly and 
unobtrusively to develop that 
common purpose and that re- 
cognisable semblance of or- 
ganisation which must distingu- 
ish a Government worthy of the 
name. Naturally the authorities 
at Nanking labour under the 
stigma of past failures in defeat 
of hopes aroused. Otherwise 
they would perhaps have re- 
ceived more credit for the ad- 
mirable manner of their hand- 
ling of many issues in recent 
months. Lord Lothian, in the 
House of Lords the other day, 
mooted the possibility of collec 
tive foreign support for the Na- 
tional Government. It may be 
doubted whether such an ex- 
Redlent, even if, acceptable to 
Nanking, could be entertained, 
much less put into practice. 
Through the League, assistance 
in definite form has already been 
available at China's request. 
Development of that | support 
might be feasible. But, in the 
event, the main responsibility 
must’ rest on the Government. 
The Lytton Report sees progress 

fe in the last ten years. De- 
spite the severity of. the test 
now being applied, there is no 
reason -why. it should be main- 
tained and extended. The chief 
Tequirement seems to be a steady 
refusal of the Government to be 
bustled into activities beyond its 
immediate competence or to be 
Jed away in revival of past ag- 
gressiveness by the subsidence 
of peril in one quarter or by the 
attainment of marked success in 
another. Its experience has 
grown and strengthens its au- 
thority. ‘The basic condition for 
profiting thereby is a readiness 
to learn the lessons of adversity. 
And it is appropriate to stress 
that point just now when the 
formal restoration of the seat 
of Government to Nanking is the 
outward sign of a definite if 
modest recovery.

The 
Lytton Report insists that, dis- 
ordered as the state of China is, 
it shows a definite improvement 
As compared with conditions in 
1922 when Japan, in common 
With her sister-powers, engagod 
herself to observe China’s inte- 
grity.

another source, Mr. RH. 
Tawney, whose ‘eminence "as &

‘The four experts’ report to the 


Chinese Government on ther 
organisation of education in 
China is a tantalising document. 
It shows remarkably acute per- 
ception of the defects of | the 
educational system on which, in 
the space of three months, the 
distinguished — authors ‘were 
called upon to report. It avoids 
comprehensive —xeneralisations 
because of the brovity of the 
tour taken to reach conclusions. 
It lays down admirable principles 
‘of educational policy, yet, it 
must be confessed that " its 
constructive proposals are hard- 
ly inspiring. ‘The despatch of 

Chinese mission to Europe to 
study European conditions ix 
ne of the preliminary measures 
recommended. It “has been 
adopted and already a small 
‘commission hax been sent from 
China for the purpose named. 
The summary shows that the! 
experts were suitably definite in 
their criticism. — ‘They seem 
however, to display insufficient 
appreciation of the fact that that 
criticism, on its main lines, ean 
hardly be met without sweeping 
administrative and financial’ 
advance in the Central Govern- 
ment and its relations with the 
Provinces. Although tho fram- 
ing of a general educational 
policy may be rightly assiened 
to the central Ministry of 
Education, such suggestions as 
that which would concentrate! 
the appointment of teaching stat? 
with that “Ministry seem to 
impose a centralisation beyond 
the compass of the Government 
successfully to achieve. ‘The! 
lead to the Proviuces may well 
come from Nanking but, having 
regard to the Report's ‘recosni- 
tion of the inpossibility of 
ordering a unifcrm advance, 
more effective werk is likely to 
be done by strengthening the 
machinery of the provincial 
educational departments. The 
experts were right perhaps | in 
leaving out of account, the 
present financial and political 
disabilities. Yet their report 
would have been more helpful if 
it could have distinguished lie:

in rural middle schools, although 
in progress for a comparatively 
short time, has been successful 
and is popular with the masses. 
Tt would seem that the 
adoption of some such plan 
would go far in China to meet 
the requirements so lucidly out- 
lined by the four experts. In 
the Punjab the instruction given 
in the class room is illustrated 
and supplemented | by practical 
work in all agricultural proces- 
ses on the Jand.

MORE ON EDUCATION 

Dec. 6. 
The full text of the Report of 
the Laymen’s Foreign Missions 
Inquiry is not expected to be 
available for the public in China 
until some time this month. 
Meanwhile summaries of certain 
passages have appeared in these 
columns in the form of authoris- 
ed “releases” from the investiga 
tors themselves. Mr. D. Willard 
Lyon, in the December number 
‘of “The Chinese Recorder,” is 
able to give a valuable outline of 
the Report on the basis of access 
to the manuscript copy. Suf- 
ficient light has been thrown by 
the published summaries on the 
recommendations made. to in- 
dicate that the findings are not 
likely to be generally accepted 
by missionary thought without 
critical reservation. The “Re- 
corder,” for example, in com- 
menting on Mr. Lyon’s article, 
inclined to think that the 
Laymen have been alarmist and 
that their scheme involves the 
Dureaueratisation of the Mis- 
sions. It is predicted that 
opposition to the Report will be 
aroused; already one corres 




















pondent’ in these- columns has 
shown intense hostility. It is of 
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course, in the main, intend: 
be'a guide to mission policy. In! 
that respect its findings may be 
left to missionary examination 
and appraiscment. The definite

Colonel James D. Taylor

Vancouver, B.C., Nov. 4. 

‘This week Hon. E. N, Rhodes, 
Minister of Finance, has’ offered to 
‘the Canadian public’ a new Govern- 
ment bond issue; the reception ac- 
corded it has been highly favourable, 
The total amount of the loan is $80,- 
000,000; it is offered at 4 per cent 
and is for the purpose’ of paying 
off a small portio of the war debt, 
fof meeting the deficit on the oper- 
‘ations of the Canadian National 
Railway, and of providing for cer- 
tain relict works during the winter 
months. ‘The -isue consiste of 
$25,000,000 short. term bonds, and 
the ‘balance of .20-year bonds.’ The 
popularity of the short term bonds 
was so great that there were orders 
for nearly $10,000,000 immediately 
after the books were opened; the 
20-year bonds have moved ‘more 
slowly, but it is anticipated that they 
will be taken up within a few days. 

‘There ate several features of the 
new loan that cannot but be regard- 
fed as gratifying, 
it represents a determined effort on 
the part of the Government to re- 
duce the general rate of interest, 
For when bonds issued by the 
nation have a return of five per- 
cent or over, it is extremely difficult 
for industry’ to obtain funds at less 
than six oF seven, per cent. Then it

‘mission funds over extended periods 
of time. 

“The practice is very general in 
China, and prevails to a disturbing 
extent in Japan India also. 
‘The problem has been brought to 
the attention of this Commission 
by many thoughtful missionaries 
‘and other competent observers, as 
being not only unproductive of’ the 
good .results anticipated but posi- 
tively harmful in its effects.
